WASHINGTON. 


The Grant Retirement Bill 


What Senators Think of a National Com- 
mission to Regulate Traffic Tariffs 
Other important Bills. 


Wasuinecton, Wednesday, Jan. 14. 
Senator Edmunds’s bill to place General 
Grant on the retired list with full rank 
and pay of General passed the Senate af- 
ter a short debate. Yeas 49, nays 9. 
Edmunds spoke strongly and feelingly in 
favor of the bill. Among the Democrats 
Maxey, Voorhees, George, Gibson and 
Jones spoke in its favor. The Senators 
who voted nay were Beck, Cockrell, Coke, 
Harris, Pendleton, Saulsbury, Slater, 
Vance and Walker. 

Edmunds, calling Frye to the chair, 
took the floor and called up the bill yeater- 
day offered by him, providing that the 
President may appoint to the retired list 
one person who has occupied the position 
of General commanding any of the armies 
of the United States; or General-in-Chief 
of the army. He moved to amend it by 
adding, ‘‘with rank and full pay of such 
General or ral-ia-Chief, as the case 
may be.“ Agreed to. 

Cockrell desired to record his vote 
against the bill, not knowing whether the 
yeas and nays would be called on it. The 
retired list was not the place for a private 
citizen. It had been created for the officers 
who, being stillin service, had been ren- 
dered unfit for duty. There was neither 
justice nor propriety in placing a private 
citizen such as General Grant, who was 
now enjoying the receipt of $15,000 a 
year, which was enough for the support of 
any American citizen. 

The bill repealing the pre-emption and 
desert land acts, etc., which was favorably 
reported in the Senate yesterday, is a 
House bill amended by the Senate com- 
mittee. It awaits action by the Senate, 
and if passed goes back to the House. The 
statement that it passed the Senate was a 
mistake. It was only reported favorably 
from the Committee on Public Lands, 

The Chair laid before the Senate the 
interstate commerce bill. 

Senator Slater offered an amendment 
prohibiting the charging of higher rates 
of compensation for transporting the same 
kind and amount of property for shorter 
than for longer distances. 

Senator Slater described the operation 
as a principle discriminating against 
„short hauls’ and sufferings of western 
communities in consequence. Cullom 
said the amendment was an important one, 
but in his opinion its adoption would re- 
sult in disaster to the railroads. 

Van Wyck favored Slater's amendment 
and cited illustrations of the — 
tions practiced by railroads and the com- 
binations made by companies to resist all 
attempts of the public to remedy the evil. 

Cullom said the adoption of Slater’s 
amendment would seriously injure not 
only producers west, but consumers east. 
It would injure hundreds of thousands of 
people. 
Van Wyck had often heard this sta te- 
ment made, but held there was no proof 
of it. The people of Nebraska, as well as 
of Iowa, Illinois and other States, were 
suffering from the extortions of railroads. 
He would like to know how the commun- 
ity would be benefitted by the railroads 
charging as they did in the instance: cited 
by him—$800 for a car-load delivered 600 
miles east of San Francisco, and charging 
only $300 for a car-load delivered in San 
Francisco, 600 miles beyond. )

There were three million men 
in the Republic, the bes“ soldiers in 
the world, ready and willing to march 
at a moment's notice in the cause of 
France.
